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M.P. Blasts Oif : 
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Blames Liberals 
For "Coon" Invasion

When Fronk Hanley, MP for St. Ann's announced that "I 
had my committee rooms broken into b/ the goons of the St. 
Ann's Liberal-, organization", he was greeted with thunderous 
applause.

He" condemned what' he calls 
''organized - tactics.": "the gang- 
stcrs that were responsible for. the 
destruction of my . headquarters 
stated that they would show up 
on election day with enough' im- 
personators to stuff the ballot 
boxes before 2:30", ho blasted on. 

Hanley promised aid to the va- 
rious ethnic groups at.lIcGlll. "I 
will have changed, or at least have 
attention brought to bear on Ar- 
ticles 51 and 52 of the Civil Code, 
so that if you want to change your 
name, you will not have to go 
through the courts." Not finding 
audience reaction to this sugges- 
tion too favorable, he elaborated : 
"There may bo many students at 
McGill who have a Russian name 
and would wish to change it during 
a conflict." 

Hanley stated that he has writ- 
ten to Minister of Education Paul- 
Gcrin Lajoie and "have requested 
immediate action so that the stu- 
dents shouud receive their bursa- 
ries immediately." 

Someone, reputed to be a Daily 
staffer threw a roll of toilet paper 
from the balcony. Another rang a 
cowbell, while the aiidience whist- 
led and cheered hoarshely. 

"Most radio, television stations 
and papers. are preaching. that we 
have the right to vote. We do not 
have this right in St. Ann's" claim- 
ed Hanley. 

Organized Tactics 

It is his belief that "there has 
been a systemlzed movement to 
steal the election from the inde- 
pendent member by passing over 
hundreds and hundreds in making 
up enumeration rolls." 

He said that he "would be very 
pleased to advise anyone on what 
to do "about the situation" but 
later remarked tliat "I have had my 
phone disconnected." An unknown 
friend in the audience recommend- 
ed that he pay his bill. 

Beginning: "I am not authoriz- 
ed," Hanley was interrupted, by 
his biggest hand of the speech. 
His listeners eventually allowed 
him to say that "I am not auUio- 
ri^d .officially, but Tm very much 
interested In, students demanding 
tax cuts.7J;;: 

. "People today must pay taxes 
on an income insufficient for the 
necessities of life," he stated, "1 
think this \i wrong." 

Unimpressed 

Attempting to- regain prestige 
lost over his last statement, Hanley 
stated that Montreal should have 
at least thirty per cent representa- 
tion in the Provincial Legislature, 
but the audience was unimpressed. 

He then returned to his favorite 
topic, the Liberals, "At 2:30, dur- 
ing the Remembrance Day ceremo- 
nies, my Liberal opponent paraded 
through the streets. wIUi twenty- 
five cars, blowing their horns," he 
claimed. 

VMy opponent Is a Liberal and a 
separatist. .You realize his igno- 
rance in'vplayiog pop music while 
we are..hohoring our dead." 

Hanley said that he believed 



there was an brainuice against 
processions of cars blowing boms, 
but that "the police department 
gives no help." 

He complained that while the 
Liberals have stated there is no 
patronage, no kickbacks, "wtiere 
did the liberal candidate get 
$20,000 to campaign with ?" 

An anonymous listener helped 
him out with the solution — "sel- 
ling fudge." 

"Sum Up" 

Hanley said that he would "suni 
up." An admhrer advised him to 
"shut up." Unperturbed, he con- 
tinued with an observation, "I 
think that you should go where 
you're heading for." The audience, 
obviously moyed, kept silent, and 
some headed for 2 pm lectures. 

In the question period '.that fol- 
lowed, he was asked Just what he 
could accomplish as an indepen- 
dent In a party-dominated legisla- 
ture. 

He replied "this is the reason 
why I gave up all the pleasures 
and amusements." He claimed that

The McGill duo have debated to- 
gether in some 22 events, and have 
lost only one. The visitors, nearing 
the end of a'massive sbc-weck trans- 
Canada tour, have participated in 
over 25 debates and have only lost 
one. 

Cotler Is now Editor-in-Chief of 
the McGill Doilv, and was last year 
President of the Debating Union 
He has an array of debating 
awards: the Papineat) Trophy; the 



Hugessen Memorial Trophy twice; 
with stable-mate Echenberg he has 
won the Eastern Canada Debating 
Championship's; was runner-up in 
the Canadian National Champion- 
ships; was the only.

As Cotter's long-time deba^ng 
partner, Echcnberg's record is ne- 
cessarily very similar.; He also in- 
cludes, on his six-year, record the 
Inter-University ; J)ebating!- League 
championship,-'àtid- with' Cotler. he 
defeated Harvard i^ a schitijlating 
public debate last' year, and is cur- 
rently appearing on CBC's "Youth 
Special" debates. 

British Debaters ' 

The two British debaters were 
choscoufrom over 30 universities 
by a special committee set. up. by 
the Commonwealth Relations Offi- 
ce and the English Speaking Union. 
Now they are two-thirds through 
the tour — sponsored annually, by 
tlie British Information Services — 
with a record almost unbeaten. 

Oxonian Prior-Palmor is an Old 
Etonian, studying Politics, Philoso- 
ptiy and Economics at Clirist Colle- 
ge. Now 22, he is interested in ski- 
ing, sailing and politics; a veteran 
globetrotter already, he will enter 
the business world on graduating 
next spring. 



Colleague Andrews is 27. Cur- 
rently finishing bis MA in English 
and Pliilosophy at Leeds, he hopes 
eventually to 'teach hi university.

SEC Elections 
To Select New 
Student Reps

Several representatives for 
the Students' Executive Council 
will be chosen In elections to bo 
held on Wednesday, November 
28. Saeed Mirza, Chief Return- 
ing Officer of the Students' So- 
ciety Is calling the election to 
replace Council members whose 
term of office expires at th'e end 
of 1962. 

Two representatives will be elect- 
ed from the undergraduate stu- 
dents in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science, two from Engineering, and 
one from each of the following: 
Law, Architecture, Commerce, Me- 
dicine, Dentistry and Graduate Stu- 
dies. There will be one represent- 
ative for Music, Divinity, and Edu- 
cation, and one for Physical and 
Occupational Therapy, Graduate 
Nurses, and Social Work. 
■/All students in their second-to- 
last year arc eligible to run for 
office. The Chief Returning Offi- 
cer stressed that the student body 
should get the best representatives 
they have, and this means that ca- 
pable students should seriously 
consider runnhig for office. 

Gordon Echenberg, President of 
the Students' Society, stated that 
the SEC is "interested in bright, 
dedicated, independent thinkers." 
He went on to say that as members 
of the SEC they, must keep aware 
of events in student liife, especially 
at McGiU, and more generally with- 
in the province and country. 

Mirza, in outlinbig the duties of 
a member of the SEC, mentioned 
that the Council member must at- 
tend meetings of the Council and 
help make major ; declsions,r. for 
which, he and his fellow members 
of the SEC are held responsible to 
the entire student body. 

SEC Power 

He emphasized that the SEC is 
a very powerful organization on the 
campus, with certain disdplhiary 
powers, and strong powers over 
campus activities and organizations. 
Thus it is important that the can- 
didates be serioiis-minded indivi- 
duals, potential leaders, who will 
be willing to accept responsibility. 
He added that the experience one 
gains serving on the SEC cannot 
lie gained from any other campus 
activity. • 

The Chief Returning Officer ho- 
ped that at least two candidates 
would be nominated for each .post. 
In past years some faculties where 
students must work very hard, such 
as Medicine, find it very difficult 
to get enough candidates to contest 
the election. 

Nominations must be signed by 
25 members of the Students' Socie- 
ty and by the candidate himself. 
The nomination sheets, must be in 
accordance with the form prescri- 
bed in Article Two of the electoral 
by-laws (contained in .the Students' 
Handbook). It is suggested that 
candidates exaihhie these by-laws. 
The SEC office «dll be happy to 
answer questions of prospective 
candidates concerning . nomination 
sheets which must be handed in 
to the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Students' Society, Myron .Galloway,

Amused Or Enlightened? 

Yesterday McGitI students were entertained by the per- 
formance of one of the more curious phenomena of the Quebec 
political scene, in the person of the inimitable Frank Hanley. 
For most of the two or three hundred people present, Mr. 
Hanley's hour-long oration was their only direct contact with 
the issues of the provincial election. Admittedly Mr. Hanley's 
analysis of the problems of St. Ann's and its "suburbs", (by 
which, believe it or not, he meant our university) was not with- 
out a certain appeal. His mental powers appear undiminished 
in the three years since his previous appearance, despite the 
strain of attempting to conduct an honest election. However it 
could hardly be said that he shed much light on the deeper 
issues of the present election campaign. 

It is' doubtful whether anyone expected Mr. Hanley to do 
so, and the inference that we are forced to make is that no one 
was interested. We say this because the only other campus 
event connected with the election was attended by perhaps a 
quarter of the number of students who heard the members for 
St. Ann's. We refer to the appearance of Richard J. Hyde, 
speaker of the Législative Assembly, which was sponsored by 
the Liberal Club. 

In recent years the Debating Union has implicitly assumed 
the responsibility of inviting speakers Involved in municipal po- 
litics, and Mr. Hanley's presence suggests thal,the present exe- 
cutive feels called upon to assumé a similar role in the provin- 
cial field. Whether through inefficiency, lack of imagination or 
both, this function has not been fulfilled. None of the mayoralty 
candidates spoke at McGill fhls'yeor, Ini contrast to previous civic 
elections. In the présent "provincial campaign Sir George Wil- 
liams students 'had the 'opportunity to hear René Lévesque, 
Univejrèity/^pfiTÀotifrè^ heard rtot only the . Resources 

MinlsteriDuiiMr^^ had a riotous 

lime with Mrr.Hqnley. 

But It Is not only the Debating Union which should be taken 
to task. With the single and relatively unimportant exception 
already noted, the political clubs also neglected the occasion. 
It is not unreasonable to suppose that Mr. Lesage would have 
interested as many students as Mr, Hanley, And yet, the self- 
prbcldimed leaders of student activity failed to invite any pro- 
minent spokesman for either the government or the official 
opposition to present his views. At least in theory these organ- 
izations represent the student body and it Is perhaps a com- 
mentary on the students of this university as a whole that, they 
did not, offer a platform for a serious discussi(]n of elitction

The UN has strongly attacked 
the Liberals for raising taxes af- 
ter having promised not to do so, 
for having inaugurated welfare 
programs which favor the rich 
relatively more than the poor, 
and for plannning to lead the 
province, down the. road to so- 
ciaiisro, having already brought 
it to the brink of bankruptcy. ' 
The party's position on. the na-. 
tionalization issue is obscure, al- 
though' the. warnings against em- 
barking upon a voyage to social- 
ism and Mr. Johnson's continued 
fears about the high cost of the 
power takeover would lead one 
to believe that he, personally, op- 
poses nationàlization. 

Techniques Of Campaigning 

It is very interesting to compa- 
re the types of campaigns waged 
by the two main protagonists, for 
it is possible by means of tliis 
comparison to clearly distinguish 
differences in tlic parties' attitu- 
des towards the solution of poli- 
tical problems facing Quebec to- 
day. The Liberals, have, in gene- 
ral, been appealing to the elect- 
orate. on the high level of ideas;: 



The LilMrait have promised 
many ttudlet and Royal Commis- 
sions, to many, in fact, that ana 
might suspect them of wanting 
to avoid action in several cases. 
The difficulty of.the Liberals ear- 
ly In the campaign lay In relat- 
ing their admirable set of princi- 
ples and "politique de grandeur" 
to local,, more mundane itiuet. 
which concern the votert much 
more directly. Thlt defect teems 
to have been corrected and brid- 
ges, schools, and roads are again 
being promised, to voters at In- 
ducements to vote Liberals 

The Union Nationale, on the 
other hand, is a master of the 
art of getting through to the "lit- 
tle man." Daniel Johnson has 
been highly successful in local 
campaigning of the person-to- 
person type. His party, however, 
while capitalizing on the exploit- 
ation of local grievances has 
been unable to relate their hod- 
gepodge of promises to a cohe- 
rent set of principles or political 
philosophy of positive content. 
The UN then, is appealing to the 
rural voter in particular, hoping 
that the minimum wage pledge 
will help offset the official union 
disapproval of the party and win 
for it working-class votes. 

Tha two parties have totally 
divergent attitudes toward the 
necessity of intellectuals and 
technical experts as participants 
in the political and administrati- 
ve process. The Liberals have 
emphasized throughout the cam- 
paign the need for a planned at- 
tacic upon social end economic 
problems based upon research 
and study of the problems by ex- 
perts. The UN has made clear Its 
distrust of the use of "intellec- 
tuels, planificateurs et sociolo- 
gues" by the government, claim- 
, Ing that these men .have no.knew*' 





In October J8S5 a young 
scholar saw McGili Univcreity 
for the first time.

and butternut treesÊM^ 

There were many things to be 
done to put McGiU's house in 
order and this young man spent 
the best years of his life doing 
them. He laboured at bis task 



until 1803 and during these 38 
years he accomplished miracles. 
In spite of teaching, administra- 
tive, research, religious and so- 
cial obligations, he became Mc- 
Gill's first- Gardenmaster and a 
reference selected from his .au- 
tobiography confirms this.

Teaching, research .nnd 
museum facilities have continu- 
ed to be gradually expanded un- 
til during the . present semester, 
the administration foretells of 
expansion on an unbelievable 
scale in the present and near fu- 
ture. During the period of almost 
seventy years since Dr, Dawson 
retired, the grounds of McGill 
have been enlarged, extended 
and beautified. Much of the in- 
crease in beauty has resulted 
from the growth increment of 
the trees that he planted or the 
vigilance of the administration 
and the present Gardenmaster 
in maintaining the tradition he 
initiated. It is a well-known fact 
that McGill University, to a large 
percentage of the people who 
dwell in Montreal, the province 



or the Dominion, is a scene that 
begins at. the Roddick Gales, con- 
tinues up the avenue of stately 
trees through the campus, and 
ends at the Arts Buildipg, the 
I tomb of Jatne^ McGill and Fen- 
hallow's Giiigko tree. 

Have wo of McGill the . right 
td remove this image from the 
eyes of the public of Montreal, 
from those of tlie world or from 
those of our own? Dr. Dawson 
may have lived seventy years ago 
and Tuider present day condi- 
tions be considered behind the 
times (he was in his ideas about 
glaciation), and he may have 
been denlefl - an education in 
town planning, but. there is lit- 
tle doubt that he left.us a great 
legacy in that avenue of magni- 
ficent trees that he planted to 
replace the original, "circuitous 
and ungraded cart track,> almost 
impassable at night" May we ne- 
ver go back to the niud and slush 
of those times. >

Earlier In the 
campaign it had been charged 
that the Liberals would decon- 
fessionallze the Catholic schools 
but Mr. Johnson soon discarded 
this slogan, although it would be 
top much to hope for similar 
good taste In the case of Mr. Lé- 
vcsquo being compared to Castro. 
It has then, become a typical 
Quebec election campaign and 
it is to be hoped that at least 
massive fraud on election day 
can be avoid ed.

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It is indeed ironic that some of the most familiar synonyms for tlie 
word 'league' are 'loop' and 'circuit'. As a result of six weeks play 
and nearly two and a half - months of deep involvement in football, 
tlcGiU's Rcdmen and the Queen's Golden Gaels find themselves Having 
closed the loop. The head of the snake has come around to bite its own 
tail. ■ . . 

In essence, 'all the events that have tnnspired since October 6 
arc now null and void. The fact that the Redmen have a 2-0 record 
against the Gaels is rendered meaningless. That Queen's has been able 
to go through the schedule convincingly handling the teams that have 
beaten McGill is itself for naught. 

Next weekend the'.season, to all intents and purposes, begins and 
ends in one fell swoop.

Last year, the Rcdmcn won the right to challenge and they went 
back to Kingston. The Queen's JoumoMaugbed at them, blatcntly 
stating that ". . . the Redmen have no right playing on the same field 
with the Gaels." More humiliating than this rash outburst of immodesty 
however was Queen's eventual conquest of the Redmen. The final score, 

r Wc' don't feel it would be out of line for the Dailv to take a stand 
similar to the one that the Journal took last year. In terms of tëte-à-tâte 
competition with the Gaels this year, the Rcdmcn are' undispùted 
champions. 

However, wc hold nothing but the highest respect for the ability 
of the Golden Gaels and their coach Frank TindaU. The Redmen will 
enter this game as a wary football team, not a scared one. Like coach 
Bill Bewley said yesterday, "Guys like Mackenzie' and Blair didn't come 
back to lose once again." 

Just one last thing is left to be said. The Redmen have more than 
a riglit to play on the same field with the Gaels this time around. The 
memory of 1061 strongly lingers. 

Hoopla's Here 

This evening at 8, the 1962-63 edition of the basketball Redmen 
play their initial game of the schedule. The collection of fortunes, or 
should we say misfortunes, which has befallen McGill basketball in the 
short span of eight months is almost too much to be believed. 

Last season the McGill team, headed by Bob Berkman, Doyle Per- 
kins and Ron Horeck was the darling of winter sport buffs. In city inter- 
collegiate play the Redmen went undefeated to win the CIBL cham- 
pionship. Not one of the big three is back at McGUI this year. 

This leaves just three men retumhig from last year's team. Of the 
newcomers, only one Steve Chandler looks as if he can be a great 
asset to the Redmen effort Even here there's a hitch. The possibility 
reigns that Ciiandler may not play in all Redmen games. - 

In comparison to what Coach Ron Sharpe had going for him last 
year, the new contingent will not measure up. In absolute terms, it 
could be a long, cold winter.
